The tax rate is scheduled to 
produce approximately $64,000 of 
the $99,595 required to operate: 
the municipality during 1940-41. | 

The $1.09 rate is made up by! 
the following accounts: General 
fund, 46 cents; bond payment and 
interest, 28 cents; parks, 20 cents 
and library, 15 cents. 

BUDGET IS HELP 

Ten years ago a basig was €s- 
tablished for a gradual reduction ; 
in the city’s tax rate—according | 
to city hall observers. 

In 1930 P. H. McQuillen was 
mayor, Under his regime, the city 
councilmen put into practice aj} 
budget system in handling munici- 
pal expenditures and in centraliz- 
ing the purchasing orders. 

Since then the city councils, 
have tried to observe the expendi- { 
tures as anticipated in the budget. 

Tax rates in many cities have 
increased. The downward trend i 
in the Upland rate is, therefore, | 
regarded as all the more impres- 
sive. 

Several years ago all property | 
was assessed on the basis of 50 pe: 
cent of its value. Prior to that the 
basis of valuations fluctuated. For 
purposes of comparison, the city’s 
tax rates since 1928-29 are fisted 
as if the 50 per cent valuation had 
existed at all times. On that basis 
the following gives the tax rates:

The Widow’s Mite 


The case of two elderly widowed sisters, who live to- 
gether near Los Gatos, came before welfare authorities re- 
cently. Their cottage needed repair; their savings had 
dwindled to $179; their income was the pittance they could 
éarn by sewing. But when informed that they could draw 
pensions of $40 a month each, the widows protested. They 
didn’t need that much, they said. Instead of $40 each, all 
they needed was $25 a month for the two of them! They’d 
get along. 

Finally they agreed reluctantly to accept $25 a month 
for each of them, although insisting ‘‘we don’t need that 
much’’, Elderly ladies who get along on so little rarely buy 
mewspapers or have radios. Those two probably aren’t 
aware that leaders in this nation are exhorting the whole 
people to demand as little as possible of the government— 
not to gouge as much as possible; to learn to save and sacri- 
fice instead of spend and waste; to turn from the soft road of 
ease to the hard road of frugality toward national salvation. 

And those widows wouldn’t understand that they have 
contributed magnificently and sacrificially to their country, 
in that they have contributed all that they had power to 
give. They wouldn’t comprehend, for they are of a genera- 
tion that always lived that way; that hadn’t grown soft and 
dependent.

Being Pushed Into War 


war Without the opportunity of an expression of opinion 
even on the floor of Congress.’’ 

Such is one comment following the announcement that 
the United States had made a deal with England and that 50 
U. S. destroyérs would soon be used in the European war. 

Perhaps the comment referred to the manner in which 
the deal was handled. Many people may agree, however, 
with the statement that this nation is ‘‘being pushed into the 
war.”’ 

Not so many months ago, this nation had a new neutral- 
ity law. It was designed to keep this nation neutral, in spite 
of what might happen elsewhere. It was adopted in so-call- 
ed normal times for use in war times. 

Today, many features of that peace-time law are being 
ignored. Today the ‘‘pressure’’ for: American participation 
is becoming greater. Each day ‘‘isolationists’’ are becoming 
more unpopular. 

It is timely to recall the admonition given months ago— 
remain calm, analyze what you hear. Read about the war, 
but do not become victims of propaganda designed to stim- 
ulate support for American entrance into the war against 
Hitler.

“Our Southwest” (Erna Fergus- 
son). : 

For a superb book telling ofr 
Indian ways, cattle wars, conser- 
vation projects and just plain 
“folks”, Erna Fergusson’s admir- 
able performance in “Our South- 
west” commands attention. Here 
is given, not merely a portrait, 
but a history. Miss Fergusson is 
really put to it to define the terri- 
tory which rightfully belongs in 
the category of her book, but 
when all is said and done, she has 
justified her decisions in all fair- 
ness to those which are left over. 
It is a puzzling country, she ad- 
mits, its pronghorn antelopes are 
not really antelopes; sometimes 
the traveller is on a mountain 


without knowing it; distances are. 


hopelessly confusing; there are 


great rivers with no water in 


them, yet the floods, when they do 
‘come, are most terrifying. 

On the other side of the picture, 
there is the Grand Canyon and the 
Carlsbad Caverns which the trav- 
eller does not merely see, he ex- 
periences, and is never the samt 
again. Everyone, at some tim, 
wants to go there: to live on a 
ranch, dig in a ruin, scale a peak, 
see an Indian dance, hunt or fish. 
It ig there that the past really 
meets the present, for, among 
other things of spectacular inter- 
est, the Indians live and worship 
as they did four hundred years 
ago, and many little villages still 
speak Spanish and carry on cus- 
toms of the ancestors who settleu 
them in the sixteenth century. 

There is much of beuty in this 
book, and many tales of bravery

' first in a series of three articles 
by Clem Whitaker, veteran po- 
litical writer, describing what 
state government is doing, behind 
the scenes, to fortify California’s 
home defense.) 

Adequate defense against an 
enemy power, in this era of blitz- 
krieg, isn’t just a matter of anti- 
aircraft batteries, trained troops, 
battle cruisers and swift fighter 
planes to intercept the invader.. 

Quite often, politics determines 
the tide of battle. It did, for ex- 
! ample, in France, just a few 
! weeks ago. There was rotten con- 
crete in the Maginot Line, put 
there by grafting or stupid poli- 
ticians. There were saboteurs 
and spies in vital industries. 
There was complete lack of lead- 
ership and woeful incompetence 
in government. 

Under the circumstance, Cali- 
fornia needs to take a sharp

fense—and at the men who are 
building it. And it might be said 
at the outset that the picture is 
somewhat reassuring. The Cali- 
{fornia state legislature, what- 
ever else its faults, is nqt lacking 
in patriotism, and it has -set in 
motion a fundamental defense 
program of vital importance. 
Under special authority from 
the legislature to build an air- 
tight defense in California against 
any form of blitzkrieg — whether 
from within or without—the Joint 
Legislative Fact-Finding Commit- 
tee on Employment, headed by 
Senator John Phillips of Banning,
